Examiner's Amendment

2. Claims 14-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, including Saito et al. (6,1 16,975), teaches a method of manufacturing a field 
emission type cold cathode device comprising immersing a substrate in a plating liquid 
containing carbon nanotubes or fullerenes and forming a metal plating layer (12) on the 
substrate, wherein the carbon fullerenes or nanotubes (16) are stuck out from an upper 
portion of the metal plating layer.

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the combination of limitations as 
set forth in claims 14 and 17, and specifically the limitation of the metal plating layer 
containing an additive that increases the resistance of the metal plating layer
